BERRY ON GARD. 


The Collector Gives His Opinion of 
the Marshal’s Action. 


SAN Dreco, May 11.—[Special.] Col- 
lector of the Port Berry was seen by a 
TIMES representative, after the Los

A Large Amount of Business 
Cleared Up... 


HOLLENBECK ARROYO SEWER 


Arbitration Commission Appointed— 
The City Attorney’s. Report— ..- 
The Twenty-third Street 
Matter—Resolutions. 


The City Council met in regular session 
yesterday moruing at the usual time and 
place, Councilman Tufts in the chair and 
six members present, the absentees being 
President Bonsall and Councilman Thoo- 
dore Summerland. 

After the usual preliminaries had been 
disposed of, the report of the Street Super- 
intendent was taken up.* ‘The recommen- 


+ dation to the effect that the City Attorney 


be instructed to draft an ordinance prohib- 
iting persons from throwing waste water 
in the gutters or from using water to ex- 
cess for the purpose of cleaning sidewalks, 
was adepted on motion of Councilman 
Nickell. 

The matter of the sprinkling hydrant at 
Kellam avenue and Douglas street was re- 
ferred to the Board of Health on motion of 
Councilman lnnes. 

ORDINANCE AMENDED. 

In accordance with the reguest of the 
Superintendent of Streets, the City Attor- 
ney was instructed to amend ordinance 
No. 140 so as toread as follows: 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firin or corporation to excavate under 
any sidewalk nearer than two (2) feet of 
the curb and shall at once builda retaining 
wall of at least two (2) feet in thickness up 
to and flush with the grade of the sidewalk. 

Sec. 4. Itshall be unlawful to continue 
the erection of any building, within the fire 
limits, or cover the same with mastic or 
other coating of mortar unless a temporary 
or permanent sidewalk shall be laid on the 
outer half of the width of the sidewalk, 
next the curb, for the use of foot passen- 
gers, and unless a good, strong fence, at 
least twelve teet high, shall be 
erected inclosing the inner 
of the width of the sidewalk, 80 as 
to afford foot passengers protection from 
falling bricks, timber, mortar and débris 
from said building. Such sidewalk shall 
be constructed, and all building operations 
shall be conducted, 40 that foot passengers 
shall have a freo and unobstructed passage 
over‘at least the outer one-half of the offi- 
ciat width of the sidewalk next the curb as 
soon as the retaining wail iscompieted up to 
and flush with the grade of the sidewalk. 

Sec. 5. Any person, firm or corporation, 
etc., (same as section 4 of the old ordi- 
pance).

INTERESTING POINTS,.OF LAW 


Mrs. Dolores Jackson Granted a Di- 
vorce—The Leonis Will Contest 
—General Court Notes— 
New Suits. 


Judge Wade in Department-Three yes- 
terday morning rendered his decision in the 
case of Jasper Woodward against James 
Herald and Ed Huntington, finding for the 
plaintiff in accordance with the following 
written opinion: 


“As already stated from the bench at the 


$1086 Of the trial, according to a-tair con- 


struction of the contract which is the 
foundatien of this action, it was made and 
executed by the parties thereto as it appears 
apon its face for their own use and benefit, 
and the benefit of each, and not for the pur- 
pose of creating a trust in favor of a third 
party, James Laughlin. . 

Second—That James Laughlin occupied 
between the principal parties the position 
of an agent for the plaintiff to recover the 
property. 
'- That said property was delivered upen 
the first payment being made and thereby 


- passed into the possession of plaintiff, by 


which act aad by defendant Heraid’s sub- 
sequent conduct the stipulation that time 
was of the essence of this contract was 


—waived by said defendant... 


Third—Th t Huotington took possession 
of the goods, while nothing remained to be 
done by the first party to the contract save 
the making of the bill of sale, and nothing 
for the second party save the payment of 
$200, and held possession in such a manner 
as constituted him a trustee for the plain- 


Fourth—That on the 6th day of March, 
-1890, plaintiff, by tendering the $200 and in- 
terest, performed or offered to perforin the 
covenant of the contract on his part, and 
became and was entit.ed to performance on 
the part of the other party. 

The only questions reserved by the Court 


were: 

First—Whether specific performance 
could be decreed, 

Second—The measure of damages for de- 
fendante’ breach in case the judgment was 
to be for damuges merely. 

Thiid—The damages, if any, to be 
awardéd to plaintiff in addition to the de- 
cree of specific performance in case such a 
decree was nade. 

The doubt raised by the defendant as to 


_ the authority of the court to decree specific 


performanee by requiring defendauts tw 
execute the bill of sale and relinquish his’ 
assumed dominion oyer the property in 
question was based upon the fact that it 
was property, and deteudant could 
obtain adequate relief in damages for its 
detention and a breach of the contract. 

The character of the property involved, 
however, is not the universal criterion by 
which courts are governed as to the charac- 
ter of the relief to be granted. Lord Hara- 
wicks at one time laid down sneb a rule of 
distinction, but subseguent discussion and 
investigation have established the doctrine 
that the peculiar character of the property 
which is the subject of the contract isa 
mere circumstance that is only controlling 
in’ the absence of others incidental on col- 
lateral matters which may apply alike to 


property and chattels. A court of 


equity decrees specific performace of 

a contract to convey land, not because 

of the inherent qualities of the subject 
of contract, but because damages, which 

must be calculated upon the general money 

value of the land, may not be a complete 

remedy to the covenantee, to whom the 

land may have a peculiar and special value. 
. « + This propertyis held by Hunting- 
ton, or was so heid at the commencement of 
thisaction, who occupies this fiduciary rela- 
tion. Whether as trustee or agent is immate- 

‘rial,andit would be inequitabie to permit him 
to keep it for himself or another upon con- 
dition that he paid plaintiff its market 
value. 

There is still another principle upon 
which courts have deereed specitic perform- 
ance of contracts of sale of chattels, and 

that is, that where the terms of the contract 
are not fuliy complied with by the delivery

This they did not do, and Davis 
and his son and five of the men opened 
fire on the strikers. Thomas Kelly 
was fatally wounded and died two 
hours, after. The other man, most

A Visit to the Mining Districts of 
Coiorado. 

LEADVILLE (OColo.,) May 11.—|By 
the Associated Press.) The Presi- 
dential party arrived at 7:30. this 
morning, and was given a most enthu- 
siastic reception by a large crowd of 
people assembled at the depot. The 
streets and buildings were handsomely 
decorated.

party was taken in carriages, Judge

come and presented the President a 
block weighing in the nei ghborhood of 
seven bundrea pounds, made of Lead- 
ville silver 999 fine. It bore the in- 
scription: 

Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States, from the Smelters 
of Leadville, Moy 11, 1891.” 

On the reverse side was the inscrip- 
tion, *$159,633,078 in twelve years.” 

President Harrison responded, and 
was followed by Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker and Secretary Rusk, in 
short speeches.

was received from Washington by Su- 
perintendent Gibson that employés 
who desired to remain must work from 
May 10to July 1 without compensa- 
tion of any kind, and must also pay 
the Government regular rates for board 
and lodging during this time, as before. 
Considerable dissatisfaction has been 
awakened. The principal teacher,:seam- 
stress, assistant matron and industrial 
teacher passed in their resignations. 
Several other attachés have agreed to 
remain without compensation along 
with the superintendent. The future 
outlook at the scnool is very bright. 
Nearly every acre is under cultivation, 
which if neglected for any length of 
time will gotoruin. Fruit trees have 
been planted; windmills, shops, etce., 
put up, and these, in conjunction with 
school and home industries, furnish 
work and education for over one hun- 
dred Indian boys and girls.

A HERESY CASE. _ 


REV, DR. BRIGGS INVESTIGATED 
AT NEW YORK. 


Majority and Minority Reports Sub-+ 
mitted to the Presbytery—The 
Accused Thinks Hse Has 
Not Had Fair Play. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, May 11.—The commit- 
tee of the New York presbytery, ap- 
pointed to congider the alleged heresy 
in the address of Rey. Dr. Briggs, be- 
fore the Union Theological Seminary, 
on January 20 last, submitted their re- 
perts before the meeting of the pres- 
bytery this afternoon. The majority 
report openly accused Dr. Briggs of 
heresy and radical divergence from the 
belief of the church, as stated in the 
confession of faith. It was signed by 
‘Rev. Dr. G. W. Birch, Rev. Dr. Jesse 
T. Forbes, Kev. Dr. Joseph J. Lampe 
and Prof. John J. Stevenson. 

The minority report. was presented 
solely by Rev. Dr. J. H. Mclivaine of 
the Church of the Covenant. Walter 
Edwards. a lawyer, who was also on 
the committee, declined to sign either 
report. He agrees with the majority 
report as to its first article, “Sources of 
divine authority,’’ and agrees witb the 


minority report on the other recom- 
mendations. ¥ 


There was a large audience present 
when the presbytery convened this 
afternoon including the opponents and 


partisans of Dr. Briggs, and there was | 


much applause at the different points 
in the debate. When routine business 
was taken up, Dr. Hastings aruvse and 
offered resoiutions setting forth the 
action of the Chester (Pa) Presbytery, 
which made the first complaint against 
Dr. Briggs aud declaring that the New 
York presbytery makes overtures to 
the General Assembly to pronounce 
against the Chester Presbytery, be- 
cause it violated the constitutional 
right of Briggs in declaring his views 
wrong, while he is a member of the 
New York Presbytery in good stand- 
ng, and violated the constitutional 
right of the New York Presbytery, 
which has sole jurisdiction over Briggs. 
Similar action was asked against other | 
presbyteries which have followed the 
lead of Chester.
